These are the salient points of 
Mussolini's program, which wil! be 
presented to the Chamber of Dep- 
uties Wednesday. The texts of the 
various Government bills were dis- 
cussed and approved at a Cabinet 
council Saturday night. 

The Premier's attribution bill, in 
10 clauses, presents in new terms 
the Fascist principle of executive 
prerogatives. 

It declares executive power is 
exercised by the sovereign through 
the Premier and his Ministers. The 
Premier, nominated and evoked 
by the sovereign, is responsible to 
the King, not the Chamber, for the 
Government's policy. Cabinet Min- 
isters, nominated and revoked by 
the sovereign on the Premier's 
recommendation, are not to be 
forced to resign through lack of @ 
majority in Parllament as hereto- 
fore. Mussolini has stated public- 
ly that the existing rule serves only 
to foment lobby intrigues. 

Relation to Parliament. 

Ministers are responsible to both 
the Premier and the sovereign for 
the conduct of their respective de- 
partments, the bill continues. One 
clause defines the knotty question 
of relation between the Cabinet and 
Parliament. It stresses that no 
motion can be laid before Partlia- 
ment without the Premier's con- 
sent. 

After technical definitions of pre- 
cedure for divisions and voting In 
Parliament. the bill declares the 
Premier will designate, case by 
case. which Minister shall replace 
him when he is unable to attend te 
his official duties. 

Under-secretaries of State are te 
be nominated and revoked by the 
Sovereign upon the Premier's sug- 
gestion after he has consulted the 
Minister of the department. When 
differences arises between other 
Ministers the task of co-ordination 
falls to the Premier. Upon his 
suggestion the sovereign fixes the 
powers of a Minister and the King 
can entrust to the Premier control 
of one or more ministries. The 
function of crown notary falls te 
the Premier. 

Offenses Against Premier. 

Another clause contemplates 
penalties applicable to those whe 
commit actions caiculated te en- 
danger the Premier's life or per- 
sonal safety. These include penal 
servitude. An offense against the 
Premier elther by word or by aé- 
tion involves liability to imprison- 
ment up to 30 months.

The average St. Louisan, recelv- 
ing a small or medium salary, en- 
counters living costs 80 cents great- 
er in each $100 expended than does

FRENCH FASCISTS 


BY THOUSANDS 
RALLY AT PARIS 


“Troops of Order” Declare 
War on Communism— 
Cries From Crowd for 
Dictator.

PARIS, Nov. 16.—French Fas- 
cism declared itself openly in Paris 
at a huge gathering of delegations 
from all parts of France. 


Thousands rallied yesterday to 
the call of the president of the 
“Young Patriots” for the ceremony 
of the presentation of colors. 

As an organized national politi- 
cal force, this was the Fascists first 
public manifestation. It was made 
the occasion for the solemn an- 
nouncement of its purpose: “War 
on Communism; War on the Car- 
tel des Gauches” (left bloc). 

The French “blue shirts,” or 
“troops of order,” as they ¢éall 
themselves, declared through their 
spokesmen for “authority and dis- 
cipline,” and each delegation’s rep- 
resentative as he stepped up to re- 
ceive the tri-color banner, swore 
an oath of allegiance, promising 
to follow to death the leaders of 
order in the fight against what 
they consider forces of disorder. 

The orators denounced “paraly- 
sis of the country’s vital organisms, 
justice no longer independent be- 
cause of tainted politics, blunted 
national will and public morale.” 

The chief delegate, De Neufville, 
addressing the president, Pierre 
Taittinger, declared: “We swear 
this tri-color emblem shall triumph 
over the red flag. The way is 
rough but we will not flinch. Com- 
mand—we will obey!” 

Antoine Redier said all the Na- 
tionalist leagues are united in a 
common cause and are ready at 
any given moment to strike togeth- 
er and fight shoulder to shoulder.

ROME, Nov. 16.—The Fascist 
program for the solution of the 
problem of “class struggle,”’ em- 
bodied In the law drawn up by 
Alfredo Rocco, Minister of Justice, 
has been approved by the Cabinet.

The evidence thus far adduced 
through an inspection of the mum- 
my in its coffin of gold tends to 
show that it is that of a boy and 


was greatly emaciated. The mum- 
my was Mot removed from its case, 
but instead the wrappings about it 


were cut through from the mask 
Owing to the fragile 
condition of the wrappings the 
greatest care had to be exercised. 


Text of Communique. 


An official communique, {ssued 
by the Ministry of Works, says: 

“On Nov. 11, in theNmsesence of | 
the Government and scientific rep- 
resentatives, Howard Carter. began 
the examination of the mummy of 
Tutankhamen, which was carried 
on in situ, since the mummy could 
not be removed from the coffin 
without injury. 

“The outer surfaces of the wrap- 
pings, which were in a very frag- 
ile condition, were first consolidat- 
ed by means of a thin coating of 
melted paraffine wax, after which 
Prof. Derry made a longitudinal 
incision from mask to feet.

“Carbonized on the feet are gold- 
en sandals and upon each toe and 
finger, golden stalls. So far no 
trace of documents has been dis- 
covered. 

“Both forearms were loaded with 
magnificent jewels. The jewelry 
discovered upon the King. who lies 
in a coffin of solid gold, is far be- 
yond expectations.
